The Pyramid clubs have hit An- 
dover. 

They started about a week ago, 
according to, reports, and should 
reach the top-off stage in 12 days. 

Scores of persons are reportedly 
hundred dollars richer with the 
newest get-rich-quick scheme that 
is sweeping through Massachusetts 
communities. 


The latest craze that is snow- 
balling its way through expanding 
clubs is supposed to return $2048 
for an investment of $1 provided 
the chain-is unbroken.

Most of the operations of the 
clubs are by telephone, either for 
getting new members or for ar- 
ranging meetings where pay-offs 
are made.

15,000 daily, the number Tues- 
day jumped to well over 16,000.

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Grass Fires Keep 
Fire Dep't Busy 


The grass fire season is at hand 
bringing with it a marked in- 
crease in the activities of the fire 
department. 

With the ground free of snow 
and drying out under the influ- 
ence of a warm sun and March 
winds hardly a day now passes 
that does not find several grass 
fires in progress and calls coming 
to the central fire station for as- 
sistance in putting them out. ; 

Grass fires start from many 
causes. It may be the lighted butt 
carelessly thrown from an auto- 
mobile; youngsters playing with 
matches; or even the most care- 
ful householder engaged in the 
annual clean-up around his prop- 
erty which finds that the blaze gets 
away from him; or a piece of 
burning paper from an uncovered 
incinerator that sets fire to dried 
grass. The inevitable result is a 
call to the fire department. 

The piece of apparatus that 
usually responds to the alarm for 
a grass fire is known in the de- 
partment records as the “Federal” 
because of its make. Its runs to- 
day are many and its appearance 
in various parts of the town in 
answer to alarms because of grass 
fires is becoming a familiar sight.

Half of all life insurance Dolley 
death claims are on persons dying 
between the ages of 35 and 65, the 
period of major family need and 
responsibility, the Institute’ of 
Life Insurance reports. 


This is indicated by a Survey 
made by the institute, covering 
one month’s death claims in the 
United States. Of the month’s total 
claims, 51% were on persons 35 
to 65, another 40% on those 65 
and over 9% on persons under 
age 35. 

If the one-month distribution 
applies to the year’s business, the 
institute reports, this would mean 
that in 1948 more than $800,000,- 
000 was paid under about 650,000 
claims to the dependents of per- 
sons aged 35 to 65 at death. An- 
other $550,000,000 under about 
550,000 claims was paid to de- 
pendents of persons 65 and over, 
The balance of $100,000,00 nder 
125,000 claims was on persons 
under age 35.

LAWRENCE CALLS COSTLY 


Andover residents are doing a great deal of thinking in 
. terms of telephone rates, since the recent announcement of a 
decision that means an increase in the toll rate between An- 
dover and Lawrence, from five to ten cents. The thinking may 
resolve itself into some concrete action toward settling, once 
and for all time, the highly ‘controversial relationship, by tele- 
phone, between the contiguous communities. It has long been 
contended by many, that Andover should come under the Law- 
rénce area, as do Methuen and North Andover. Andover people 
will now have to pay ten cents, a hundred percent increase, 
for calls to Lawrence, Methuen or North Andover. Calls from 
equally distant points in Methuen and North Andover cost 
nothing above the regular service rate because those two towns 
are included in the Lawrence exchange area. Andover has a 
population of ohly half that of Methuen, but is assessed the 
extra foll charge to points in the Lawrence exchange area be- 
cause of the maintainance of the separate exchange for An- 
dover. Lawrence and Andover folks have such a close personal 
and business relationship that the present setup just doesn’t 
seem to make sense. It is probable that the forces favoring the 
inclusion of Andover in the Lawrence exchange area will soon 


get into action, and renew activity toward amalgamation.

coming aware of the facts of inter- 
national politics. Confidence in the 
ability of the United Nations to 
take positive steps towards peace 
had worn thin, and the adminis- 
tration was more disposed towards 
alliances. At that time the state de- 
partment commenced. negotiations 
with the five Western Union 
powers and Canada, 
U. S. View-Point Changes 
This step was the culmination of 
Official interest which began back 
in January 1948 when Ernest 
Bevin proposed union for the 
European powers. The lapse of 
nearly two years since Churchill’s 
Missouri speech had seen the 
growth of Russia’s power and had 
‘demonstrated the inability of the 
security council to agree upon the 
creation of United Nations inter- 
national armed forces. It was now 
regarded as improbable that the 
security of individual ~ nations 
could depend upon world-wide co- 
operation. When Czechoslovakia 
fell to a Russian-influenced com- 
munist government in February, 
Official interest in Western Union 
was strengthened, until by June 
the senate passed the Vandenberg 
resolution supporting regional and 
collective arrangements for self- 
defense. 
Wallace Wants It Both Ways 
There are undoubtedly argu- 
ments to be heard for and against 
the alliance, but those of Henry 
Wallace probably foreshadow the 
issues that are expected to spread 
confusion and doubt. The first 
argument is that the alliance 
plunges us into European politics. 
He forgets that it was not any al- 
liance that took us into Europe in 
1917 and 1942; nor could it be 
sanely suggested that membership 
in the United Nations is not in- 
volving us in European politics. 
So while denouncing our partici- 
pation in the alliance for that very 
reason, Wallace supports the 
United Nations, presumably for 
the same reason. Common sense 
should suggest that since we are 
inevitably in European affairs, we 
might as well be there in the most 
effective manner. 
Common Sense Clouded By 
Prejudice 
The alliance as an instrument 
for peace is hypocrisy, claims Wal- 
lace, thereby implying that West- 
ern Europe and the United States 
have aggression in mind, and pre- 
sumably that Russian actions to 
date have indicated a strong desire 
for peace. The proof of either im- 
plication would be hard to find, 
that is for those who attempt to 
examine facts rather than fanciful
